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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1,2, 17-19, 25 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Brennan (D459,949). 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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4. Claims 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Brennan '949 in view of Sweeny (4,982,989). 

'949 discloses the invention as claimed but for the protrusions. '989 teaches a 
handle grip having protrusions to attach the grip to a handle. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify the handle cover of '949 with protrusions as taught by '989 to retain the 
cover in place. 

As to the specific shape of the protrusions, it would have been an obvious matter 
of design choice to make the different portions of the protrusions cone shape or 
whatever form or shape was desired or expedient. A change in form or shape is 
generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art, absent 
any showing of unexpected results. In re Dailey et a/., 149 USPQ 47. 



As to the size of the protrusions, it would have been an obvious matter of design 
choice to form the protrusions one-and-one-half millimeters thick, since such a 
modification would have involved a mere change in the size of a component. A 
change in size is generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in 
the art. In re Rose, 105 USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955). 

5. Claims 8-16, and 20-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Brennan '949 in view of Nermann (5,368,393) 



• 
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'949 does not show a mark. '393 shows a grip having a mark for advertising 
purpose. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to modify the handle cover of '949 with a mark as taught 
by '393 for the purpose of advertising. 

As to claims 9-1 5, the examiner takes Official Notice that it is well known and 
common practice to form logo, trademark, brand name, or other display in a 
handle grip by coloring, molding, etching, and label with adhesive or bonding. It 
would have been obvious matter of design choice form the mark of '393 with any 
one of the methods mentioned above. 

As to claims 21-24, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to form the handle cover with any one of 
the thermoplastics as claimed, since it has been held to be within the general skill 
of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for 
the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 
416.
